Listening Friday evening, the top of the hour ID on 890 WAMG and 1400 WLLH 
was for all four radio stations: WAMG, WLLH, WORC, and WLAT, plus FM translators. Listening 
Saturday morning, tropical music and DJ announcements are the same on WAMG, WLLH, and 
WORC. I can't hear 910 WLAT at the moment due to interference from my local 900 WGHM which 
is three miles away from me. La Mega operates like a network in which there are local breaks, as it 
wouldn't make much sense to advertise businesses in Lawrence MA on a radio station in Connecticut. 
For example, I caught a local commercial break this morning in which WLLH was different than 
WORC, and when music returned, they were the same again.”

The XEANT national anthem sounded like it was sung by a kindergarten class 
that had never sung the anthem before.
